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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): rejection of claims 1 and 7-1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) -Horie et 
al. 2003/0214857. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Thickness for the upper protective layer are 
disclosed to be in the range of 1-200 nm. A layer having a thickness of 1-9 nm will meet the limitations of ammended claim 1. Applicant 
states that by having this layer be thinner an unexpected result of being able to achieve high recording speeds is realized. This is not an 
unexpected result. The ability of a medium to be useful at high recording speeds depends on its cooling capabilities. Heat from the 
recording layer is wicked towards the heat conducting reflective layer. The less distance between the recording layer the faster heat is 
wicked away. Therefore when a thinner layer of dielectric material is provided between the recording layer and the reflective layer one 
would expect cooling to occur more rapidly than when a thicker layer is provided. The Ag reflective layer in Horie et al. is referred to as a 
heat sink layer. The dielctric material used for the second auxilliary layer is not nearly as conductive as the Ag reflective layer and in fact 
would be considered more of an insulator than a conductor..
